“No other paper in the country,” 
declared Senator Walsh, “has called 
attention so strongly and emphatical- 
ly to the pressing need of federal reg- 
ulation of*security issues as has The 
Atlanta Constitution. It is one of the 
most immediate problems of our coun- 
try and the evils pointed out by The 
Constitution contributed largely to the 
present depression. I sincerely con- 
gratulate the high type of journalism 
practiced by Atlanta’s leading daily.”

The ex-doughboy scaled the political 
heights of Cleveland today over the 
battered forces of the republican 
party, intrenched in Cuyahoga county 
for 17 years. 

He is Ray T. Miller, 39-year-old 
Cuyahoga county prosecutor, who, as 
democratic candidate for mayor, was 
swept into office as Cleveland's first 
mayor in nearly nine years by a ma- 
jority ef 7,703 votes over his repub- 
lican foe, former City Manager Daniel 
E. Morgan. , 

Miller, who skirmished with the 
United States army on the Mexican 
border and fought in the major en- 
gagements of the World War, polled 
102,632 votes to Morgan's 94,929 in 
one of the greatest municipal elec- 
tions in Cleveland outside presidential 
years. 

Peter Witt, independent democrat, 
carried 1,263 votes although his name 
did not appear on the ballot. 

Miller's victory was conceded by 
republican ledders less than two hours 
after the polls closed, and his margin 
of victory conceded at 15,000. It reach- 
ed that figure, but late returns from 
republican. strongholds cut it sub- 
stantially in half. 

Miller, 
of Notre Dame “Four Horsemen” 
fame, formerly assistant football 
coach at. Georgia Tech.

TAME DUGK' BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Abolition of Short Ses- 
sion Approved 335 to 56. 
Amendment Necessary. 


BY CECIL B. DICKSON. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(4)— 
Abolition of the much-maligned “lame 
duck” session of congress was over- 
whelmingly approved today by the 
house, ending nearly ten years of dis- 
pute with the persistent senate. 

By a vote of 335 to 56, it adopted 
a resolution submitting the proposal 
to the states in the form of a consti- 
tutional amendment. 

Three-fourths of the states must 
ratify within seven years to make 
the amendment effective. 

Backed by the democratic leader- 
ship, the measure encountered little 
of the oppostion that blocked it dur- 
ing the years that the late Speaker 
Nicholas Longworth led the fight 
against it. 

The proposed amendment would 
have a newly elected congress take of- 
fice on January 4 following the bien- 
nial November elections. At present a 
new congress convenes in regular 
meeting 13 months after election, 
while defeated members legislate until 
the lame duck session ends, by man- 
date of the constitution, on March 4. 
All sessions of congress would be un- 
limited under the proposal. The presi- 
dent and vice president would in- 
augurated on January 24 instead of 
on March 4, as at present. 

While the senate resolution pro- 
vides that congress convene annual- 
ly on January 2 and that the terms of 
the president and vice president 
gin on January 15, its author, Sen- 
-ator Norris (republican, Nebraska), 
is not opposed te the house dates. He 
has insisted only on two unlimited 
sessions to prevent filibustering.

Last spring Mrs. Fiske gave explicit 
instructions that none view her body 
after the death and that there be no 
ceremony. The body will be taken to 
the Fiske apartment in West 11th 
street, probably. Thursday, and then 
carried to the crematory.

nounced Tuesday. 

The annual report compiled by Mr.. 
Jordan, who also is cotton editor of 
the Southern Cultivator, shows that 
last year 600 field demonstrations at 
two to 100-acre stations resulted in a 
profit for every farmer participating. 

An average yield of peunds of 
lint cotton, or three times the average 
per acre in the south, rewarded 
selected farmers in nine southern 
states who followed the intensified 
cultivation plan of the association's 
better farming campaign. 

The average yield of corn per acre 
by 237 farmers in the demonstrations 
was 37 bushels, or three times the 
average for the south. Yields of other 
crops cultivated intensively, such as 
sweet potatoes, oats and soy bean hay, 
also showed unusually large produc- 
tion and returns. 

“Purpose of the American Cotton 
Association’s better farming program 
is to demonstrate to farmers that agri- 
culture is a profitable business when 
approached by a fundamentally sound 
program,” Mr. Jordan said.

| gehools, and the manner in which 

_ these bonds are to be met as they 

_ mature, {s outlined in an interesting 

- questionnaire, prepared in the office

this page. 

As shown in this questionnaire 
the issuance of the bonds will not 
mean a dollar’s increase in taxation. 
On the other hand, they will pre- 
vent a raise which will be necessary 
unless the bonds are ratified. 

Through efficient and economi- 
cal management, the county school 
board has been able for the past 14 
years not only ‘to operate the 
schools with a seven and a half 
mills assessment, but to set aside 
sufficient funds each year to pur- 
chase land and, construct buildings 
to care for the annual increase in 
attendance. 

Despite its record of businesslike 

administration, the board now finds 
itself unable, due to an unprece- 
dented increase in attendance in 
Fulton and the addition to the sys- 
tem of the former Campbell and 
Milton county schools, to finance 
necessary expansions out of ‘the 
Sims ,it can save each year. | 
: It is, therefore, calling on the 
yoters' to ratify a bond issue to put 
the system on a basis which will

for years to come. If the bonds 
are approved the board will apply 
the sums it has heretofore been 
Setting aside for building purposes, 
and which will no longer be needed, 
to the annual. payments on the 
bonded indebtedness.

Service has grown from 3 to 63 
officers and under the able direc- 
tion of Mr, Moore, splendid service 
is being rendered by this branch of 
governmental service, the chief ob- 
ject of which is to aid those found 
guilty in federal courts to again be- 
come worth-while citizens. 


Not only are probationary of- 
ficers charged with watching over 
those who have been given the op- 
portunity to rebuild their lives, but 
federal district judges are with in- 
creasing regularity taking advantage | 
of their skilled and impartial service 
in coming to a decision as to ex- 
tending probation, 


Many first offenders, novices in 
crime or weak-minded youths who 
have fallen because of the influence 
of stronger wills, have been saved 
from terms in prison because proba- 
tion officers have had more time 
than the judges to investigate the 
details of offenses and the facts 
leading up to their commission. 


In a recent statement Supervisor 
Moore pointed out that. while the 
process of probation might vary in 


times, “‘common experience in its 
use and common observations of re- 
sults of it will eventually bring about 
a more and more nearly uniform 
practice.” 


A fundamental requisite of the 
service is that its officers have the 
interest of both the public and the 
probationer at heart. As pointed 
out by Mr. Moore, they must be 
carefully selected and ably directed. 


The local office under the direc- 
tion of R. A. Chappell has set up 
an enviable record and would be in 
a position to render even greater 
aid to those who have fallen and are 
trying to re-establish themselves 
should Atlanta be named as one of 
the proposed divisional headquar- 
ters. 


Should the city be designated as 
headquarters for this section under 
the suggested divisional alignment 
of the f@deral probation work, re- 
ports could be received over night 
from every state from Virginia to 
Texas.

There is only one hope that from 
the present conference will come an- 
other one, that the nations will not 
part but keep in contact, constantly 
and intimately, for besides the ques- 
tion of armament another peril hovers 
over them all, the danger of an in- 
ternational collapse.

Butler Sees Tactical Error 
In Brutal Chapei Bombing 


(This is the second of a-series 
of three articles on the Sino-

from the map of Shanghai he had 
spread over a Pullman seat and point- 
ed a finger at the legend: “Chapei, 
native city.” * 

“That’s a hell of a poor way to 
fight a war,” he exclaimed. ‘The 
Japanese had no business bombing 
Chapei. It was a tactical and eth- 
ical blunder. Bombing  unfortified 
towns is barbaric and uncivilized. One 
of the first rules of warfare is to al 
low non-combatants and civilians of 
all type time to leave an unforti- 
fied town or city before the heavy 
fire is started.” 

“Isn’t war necessarily brutal, gen- 
eral?” I asked. “Can there be ar- 
bitrary rules that are’ always  ob- 
served ?” 

The fiery marine, who had devoted 
all of his life to. fighting America’s 
battles in many parts of the world, 
glanced out of the train window at 
the flying landscapé. He was en 
route to New York from Philadelphia 
to give a lecture—his occupation and 
diversion since his retirement.

Ja anese naval headquarters said 
the Chinese had unlimbered the heav- 
lest artillery thus far used in a tre- 
mendous attempt to wipe out the Jap- 
anese-occupied Hongkew section of the 
International Settlement, causing the 
Japanese casualties and considerable 
damage. 

The battle was fought along a line 
reaching from Chapei to Kiangwan, 
halfway to the Woosung forts. The 
Chinese bombardment around Kiang- 


‘wan was described as severe by the 


Japanese. Rifle and machine-gun 
barrages were laid down with the 
falling shells, 

“Although the Chinese are now 
using shells of great explosive pow- 
er,” the Japanese said, they had fail- 
ed to obliterate the Japanese posi- 
tions in Hongkew park. At Woosung 
the invader'’s positions were entirely 
in the hands of Japanese soldiers “nre- 
paring to take the offensive,” in the 
words of their officers. 

American marine headquarters re- 

ported numerous shells from the 
night’s bombardment fell within the 
section Inside the northern borders 
of the International Settlement which 
was patrolled by the marines, killed 
two Chinese and wounded 4& number 
of others.

Ratification of County~ Schools 
Bond Issue Will Not Result in Raise 
In Tax Rate, Questiénnaire- Shows 


The following questionnaire, pre- 
pared in the office of the Fulton coun- 


board of education, gives full in- 
Ba ci? concerning. the need for the 
proposed $700,000 bond issue, and the 
manner in which the bonds will be met 


taxation : ’ 

1. Q.—Why does the Fulton county 
board of. education need school bonds? 
‘A.—Because there are approximately 
5,000 children in our ‘system now 
housed in very unsatisfactory build- 
ings, many of which have been con- 
demned by grand jury committees as 
being unsafe for school purposes. 

2. Q.—Will the proposed $700,000 
bond issue adequately provide for all 
the children in the county? 
er a conservative estimation, based on 
past experience and present building 
conditions, the board of education is 
satisfied that it will. 


3. Q.—Does this estimate include 
the territory formerly known as Camp- 
— and Milton counties? A.—It 

oes, . 


4. Q.—How much increase in tax- 
ation will be necessary for retiring 
the bonds, if any? A.—The county 
board of educatidn receives its money 
from three main sources. First, state 
appropriatiens; second, appropriations 
from county commissioners; third, by 
tax levy. The total receipts of the 
board of education from these sources 
has enabled the board in the past sey- 
eral years to operate the schools and 
at the same time make permanent in- 
vestment in land, buildings and equip- 
ment. The board has used its sur- 
plus over operating cost for building 
and equipping schools for a number of 
years. Since the school system has 
increased in enrollment so rapidly, by 
the-annexation of additional territory, 
as well as the general increase in pop- 
ulation of the county, it has become 
necessary to use a greatef amount of 
its total receipts for operation. How- 
ever, we still have in our budget for 
the year 1932, over and above the op- 
erating cost, $67,000. Since we know 
that a certain tax must be levied for 
the retirement of bonds and paying 
the interest on them, what we pro- 
pose to do this: fall in fixing the 
tax levy is to fix a levy of 6 mills 
on the property outside the city 
of Atlanta for operating purposes 
and fix a levy of 1 1-2 mills for pay- 
ing interest on and for the retirement 
of the bonds. This will total 71-2 
mills, the same as we have levied for 
the past 14 years for operating pur- 
poses. The 1 1-2 mills levied for bonds 
will amount to $63,000. By levying 
only 6 mills for operation our operat- 
ing revenue will be reduced $63,000, 
which will still leave us a sufficient |

amount for operation.” This will be 
continued from year to ‘year until 
the bonds are retired: The 1 1-2-mill 
levy for bonds will pay the interest 
on the bonds:and retire them in 15 1-2 
years. 


5. Q.—Suppose the current revenue 
in future years is reduced, what will 
become of the bonds? A.—The op- 
erating cost will be reduced in propor- 
tion to the reduction in revenue, there- 
by leaving an adequate amount for re- 
tiring the bonds. 


6. Q.— Will this 11-2 mills be ade. 
quate to retire the bonds in the abova 
stated timé? A.—One and a half mills 
on the present valuation will produce 
$63,000 annually. 


7. Q.—How long will it take to r= 
tire this bond issue? A.—With 
average of $63,000 a year, the bond 
sue can be retired in 16 years. 

8. Q.—Who will spend the 
money, if the bonds are carried?

11. Q.—Suppose a person is regis- 
tered and does not vote, what effect 
will this have on the bonds?

12, Q.—If the bonds do not carry, 
how else will the board be able to 
finance the building of these schools? 
A.—The constitution of the state gives 
the board of education right to levy 5 
mills county-wide tax without any 
vote. It also gives the board of edu- 
cation authority to levy an additional 
5 mills by a vote of the people. The 
people last May voted the restoration 
of the 21-2-mill tax under this con- 
stitutional provision. We still have 
authority by a vote of the people to 
levy 21-2 mills more. To increase 
this tax, the law requires only two- 
thirds of those voting to favor the in- 
crease, which would easier to carry, 
very likely, than carrying a bond is- 
sue. The board does not wish to im- 
pose additional tax burdens through 
an election of this kind, but it is pos- 
sible to increase the taxes to 10 mills 
by a two-third vote of those voting 
in such election.

Mills’ supplementary recommenda- 
tions were: 

A tax of 1 cent a gallon on gaso- 
line, to yield $165,000, 

A 7 per cent tax on domestic con- 
sumption of electricity, manufactured 
gas, $94 000. 

An additional increase of one-half 
of one per cent in the corporation tax 
to yield $17,000,000. This would set 
the rate at 13 per cent. The present 
rate is 12 per cent, and in the orig- 
inal program a 121-2 per cent rate 
was proposed. 

An additional cent on capital stock 
gales and transfers, making a total 
of 4 cents, to yield $11,000,000. The 
tax now is 2 cents. 

An inerease in surtax to yield $50,- 
000,000, to bring the total increase in 
income and surtaxes to $184,000, 
Under the 1924 rates, as originally 
proposed, the returns would have 
amounted to $134,000,000, with a 
tax ranging from 1 per cent on in- 
comes over $10,000 to 40 per cent on 
those of $500,000 and above.

Fred Perry, the brilliant English 
star, is not as good as Bunny Austin,

to the general belief in American ten- 
nis circles. ! 

“‘Austin has never shown his real 
ame in America,” said Tilden. “I be- 
ieve that he is superior to Perry and 
that the two of them will win the cup 

for England.” 

Tilden also believes that Henri 
Cochet, the dazzling French star who 
along with Gene Borotra has enabled 
France to dominate the tennis world 
for the past two years, will turn pro- 
fessional affer the Davis cup matches. 

WANTS TO TROUPE. 

“Cochet wants to troupe the world 
as I am doing,” said Tilden, “but I 
do not think he will be able to do so. 
I am inclined to think that he will 
join us next year and play as a guest 
star. I am sure, however, that he is 
going to enter the professional ranks 
as soon as the games are done.” 

As for the Americans the tall, lanky 
enius of the courts sees Ellsworth 
‘ines and Sidney Wood as the best 
of the present day stars. Neither of 
them has perfected his game as yet.

The punter, if 
good enough, will be able to place the ball at most any 
spot. This will force the defenders to spread out over 
the receiving area. 

The punter may kick short in an effort to have his own side 
recovér. There was no need for the stipulation that Wve men 
remain on their 45-yard line. The threat of a short kick would 
keep them there anyhow. A high kick would enable the kick- 
ing team to be down under it waiting when it came down. There 
are many possibilities, all good. “ 


THE NEW SUBSTITUTING RULE. | 
The rule which permits the substitution of a man in the next 
quarter following his removal, will cust down substitutions and 
the size of football squads. 
Squads had grown to about 36 men on- football 
trips because it was necessary to have three men for 
_ each position. The player removed could not be resub- 
stituted in the same half. The rule will aid the smaller 
squads. It will also cut down injuries. 
Substitutions may be made without penalty only when the 
ball is dead.

NO SOUND ARGUMENT. 

The argument that thé’ offidtdts will be calling penalties for 
illegal use of the hands too frequently and penalties for block- 
ing too often, won’t stand up. he officials should be able to 
call the new rules much better than the old ones.
